CARLISLE and LONDON 
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“ Alien London.” 


Tue short series of articles which has recently appeared in the 
Timis under this heading came to an end on Monday last. Our con- 
temporary accompanied the final article with a leading article, 
explaining their purpose andindicating the object of their publication. 
it would appear from whatthe Times said, that the contributions were 
printed under a grave delusion—a delusion so vital as to discount 
to a minimum the whole of the arguments contained in them! 
Uur contemporary gives us to understand that 
the impression that the Jews who live in East London and 
whom it well-nigh generically. terms ‘aliens,’ are the products 
of an immigration to this country, totally different in point 
of original environment and bistorical genesis from the immigra- 
tion that produced what the Times calle British Jewry. Our 
contemporary implies by that term not what we mean when we use it 

all Jews who are living in England and are subject to its laws—but 
only those Jews who are anglicised.’ Of British Jewry in sense 
the limes has nothing but praise to offer, either from the social, the 
political, the hygienic or, indeed, any other point of view involved in 
good and worthy citizenship. Andit thinks that the difference between 
what it terme “ Alien London” ‘composed almost entirely of Jewish 
Nast London) and what it terms “ British Jewry,’ consists in the fact 
that British Jewry is a resultant of the immigration of Jews who 
came to this country as refugees from Spain, where for cen. 
turies they held a remarkalte position in commerce, learning, art 
and etatesmanship; while Jewish East London is derived from an 
immigration of a totally different kind, hailing from Middle 
and Eastern Europe. Now, aa the article which appeared in 
yesterdays Jewish WoORLD and which we reprint, shows, even 
the original Jewish setilers in this country at the time of the 
re-admission of Jews here, could not, with any reason, be deemed 
‘refugees from Spain.” The edict of expulsion from the Peninsular 
by FERDINAND and JSABELLA, was promulgated some two centuries 
before the charter whicb, under the English Commonwealth, permitted 
Jews once again to inhabit this country. In the meantime, the refugees 
from Spain, who had found an asylum in Holland, had assimilated 
the ways of that country, and bad become in fact Dutch Jew’? 
maintaining, mainly for Synagogue purposes, the name of which tobe 
sure they were proud, of Sephardi Jews in contradistinction to Ash- 
kenazi Jews who followed the ritual and practices usual chiefly in 
Northern Europe. Some of these Ashkenazi Jews were among the 
earliest re-settlers in this country. They came close upon the heels of 
the first arrivals, who were almost exclusively Sephardis. But of all 
those Jews who originally availed themselves of this country's better 
thought in respect to our people, there is scarcely a trace to be found.

bad it not been for the wonderful succese which this organisation bas 
been able to\attain. It is an organisation that should attract the 
practical sympathy of all Jews. As Dr. SNOWMAN so ably pointed 
out, hygiene has a special call upon our people. It is a tradi- 
tion among us, and forms one of the completest answerg 
possible to those who accuse Jews of personel uncleanliness, 
and of living in unhealthy conditions. Where they do so, it is 
through economic compulsion and in flagrant violation of Jewish 
social ideals. But the work which the “ 0.Z.E." does is, by ite very 
nature, not coniined in its life-giving benelits toJewe. Where sani 
tary conditions replace insanitary, all who come within the wgis of 
the transformation must necessarily participate. For health, like 
disease, knows practically no differentiation between human beings 
in respect to creed, very little in respect to race and not any in regard 
to nationality. Thus the work of the “90.Z.E.,” Jewish in ite 
inception and Jewish so far as those who are carrying it on are 
concerned, is humanitarian in ite highest and broadest conception» 
It is for the public good in the widest possible measure. 


A Rare Communal Worker. 
Ir has become something of a commonplace to tens of every, 
communal! worker as he passes over to the Great Majority that he 
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is irreplaceable and that the niche he occupied will, humanly speak- 
ing, never be filled. Yet nothing less can with truth be said con- 
cerning the sad and sudden loss that befel Metropolitan Jewry on 


Sunday last. For Mr. J. M. ANSELL was almost unique among those 


who labour for the weal of their fellow-Jews. He made the effort 
his business; he made it his pleasure; if was his life. To speak of 
his devotion to the activities he undertook would be to misunder- 
stand his point of view and to estimate him wrongly, Because 
what fell to him to be done he did as part of his very existence. 
To have acted otherwise, if so he had been compelled, would have 
been intolerable to him. Not long ago he was stricken with illness. 
The evident pain he suffered troubled him not. nor did the equally 
evident physical discomfort he experienced. He worried concerning 
this “client” of the Board“of Guardians or that inmate of the 
“Tucurables” whom he had under his special caret That was 
JosurH ANSBLL ; his public endeavour moulded into the routine of 
his career and one made inseparable fromthe other, Nor did 
he ever recognise himself as doing charity—the word was not in his 
lexicon. He saw that there was aduty to those less well-off by those 
better-off ; aud be did itungrudgingly and willingly, as an obligation it 
were shameful to shirk. That a man of his character should have 
been on occasion masterful and resentful of anything in the nature 
of interference in his work, is but natural. He had no 
place for a less wholehearted view than he cherished of public 
duty and, his peers in this respect being very few and far between, 
he was necessarily impatient of those who looked upon communal 


work as something less impersonal and indeed less sacred than he 


did. A long time must pass before another such as J. M, ANSEL 
will arise among us, and a longer time before the memory of his 
splendid services will fade! 


Jewish War Memorial, 


THE FINANCES. 

Meetings of the Council of the Jewish War Memorial and cf the 
Unincorporatod Body have been convened for Tuesday. evening next at 
Jews’ College. The fipancial state ments for the years 1922 and 1923 will 
be presented. In the first-named year the income was £6,595, and grants 
were made to Area Committees, the Organisation of Observant Traditional 
Jews, Jows’ College, the College Library, Yeshiba Etz Chaim, and other 
bodies, aggregating £2,129. The superannuation and reserve funds 
received £2,525 from the surpins. Administration expenses and expenses 
of the Central Committee for Jewish Education amounted to £2,129. In 
the income was £7672, fr. m which grants were made to Jews 
College, Yeshiba Etz Chaim, Aria College, Area Committees, and for 
Teschers’ Training, to the total amount of £3,670.. £539 was transferred 
to tLe reserve fund, The administration expenditure was £1,833. 

At the Councll meeting, a report cf the Executive Committees will be 
submitted. The report deals, inter alia, with recent negotiations with 
Jews’ College (reported in the JBWISH Car ONICLE cf October 21th), a 
proposed Superannuation Scheme, and the work of the Central Committee 
for Jewish Education. With regard to a Superannuation Scheme, the 
Committee bad under consideration (a) The United Synagogue Scheme -; 
(>) The Scheme of the National Union of Teachers: (c) a Scheme sub. 
mitted to the Schechi‘a Board; and (d) a.Scheme adopted by the 
Incorporated Association of Approved Societies Secretaries, Ltd. O! 
these four scheme, the Committee consider that (d) is best adapted to 
the purposes in view, The original scheme was prepared by Mr. Eric B, 
Nathan, F.1A, for the lucorporated Association.

| would bave my readers note how brave and how considerate 
Rabbi Mattuck is! He refuses to come out into the open. Instead, 
he ereuches bebind the little publication as to which he knows 
juite well that, apart from other reasons which make it impossible 
for me to answer him there, my principles prevent me from con- 
tributing to ite peges. By thie means Rabbi Mattuck secures for 
himself that, as regards hie periodical, only one side of the argu- 
ent and that entirely his own, is given to his readers. There ie 
pothing to prevent Rabbi Mattuck placing before the readers of 


ie in terms admissible to these columns. He has contributed in 
the past to this paper, and those who are following this controversy 
oan draw but one conclusion—the one indeed I have suggested 
for his reticence. Equally, I would add, as they will when he runs 
away from this discussion without any expression of regret that he 
bad been misinformed and mistaken, as of course he will when he 
finds himself in the wrong, and as he did in the previous instance 
to which I alluded last week. | . 
Now, in the domestic organ which hg edits, he seeks, both in 
an Note’ and in an article under hs own name, entitled 
lhe True Purpose and Character of the Conference,’ to answer 
the complaints I made concerning the Jewish-Christian Conference 
at which he presided. The BULLETIN also publishes what it 
calle a@ condensed, but what I suppose niust be taken as an 
oficial, report of the Conference proceedings. Well, reading these 
rious references to the Conference, it occurs to me that Rabbi 
‘iattuck who, I understand, is responsible for the BULLETIN, is, to 
putit mildly, glaringly inconsistent in hie journalism. An essential 
iestion, for instance, is what the purpose of the Conference really 
was, The invitation to Father Day issued under the wgis of Rabbi 
\iattuck’s Synagogue, declared that it was sent in deference to an 
anxiety “to take some steps, however small, to break down the 
harrier which seems to exist between the Jewish Community and the 
larger community among whom they live.” 
hat the Jews and Christiane—and the letter must have meant (or it 
had no meaning at all) such Jews as those who sent it and such 
Christians as those to whom it was sent—— are working for very 
much the sameideals.’ Therefore, he was asked to come and discuss 
aspects of social welfare from the religious point of view,’ so that 
the Jews who invited bim might no longer be “left undisturbed in 
their own little groove.’ What social welfare from the religious 
point of view meanzs, otber than Religion, Religious Belief, Religious 
Creed and Religious Practice, as they tend to social welfare, I 
confess I am at a loss to understand. A discussion on “ social 
welfare from the religious point of view must of necossity then, 
if the words state what they mean and mean what they state, 
resolve itself into a discussion on the religious pointe of view of 
those taking part in it, 

When the Conference met, moreover, Rabbi Mattuck delivered 
the Opening Address: and he stated, for his part, what he regarded as 
the real purpose of the Conference. Here are his words extracted 
from bis own BULLETIN : 

“We meat together,” he said, “ with a common belicf in 
human progress, individual and social, and a belief in the power 
of religion to impel and guide men and society to progrese 
toward that i oe life whieb, by its beauty, righteousness and

But let me say just this, If it were 
simply a question of social righteousness the Conference had to 
consider, then an aguostic or an atheist, who is quite astcapable 
of social righteousness as any religionist, could have taken part in 
it. It would have been a Conference in which the opinion of the 
ordinary layman would have been as valuable as that of the average 
Minister, for it would not bave based itself on a religious discussion. 
But righteousness and holiness, which are to reveal in men and 
women “the dominion of God over their lives,” is nota lay matter 
atall. It is a religioue question, and my objection all along has 


. been to Jews subjecting their religious beliefs, their religious faith 


and their religious practice to the comment and criticiém of non- 

Jewe, or of being invited to listen to non-Jewish clerics, part of 

whose business in life, as an article of faith, is to show to the Jew 

his religious error, 0 that he may. be led from the faith of his 

fathers into strange and alien paths. 
* 

It will be observed, then, how utterly fallacious is labbi 
Mattuck’'s attempt to show, as he endeavours to do, that there was no 
difference in the purpose of his Jewish-Christian Conference and that 
of the Lambeth Conference to organise support for the League of 
Nations, for taking part in which the Jewish CHRONICLE warmly 
commended those Jews who were present, including Rabbi Mattuck 
bimself. The same has to be said of the “Copec” Conference. In each 
of those cases, it was right that Jews should take part side by 
side with non-Jews, because all met, not.as religionists but as 
fellow-citizens. Surely, Mr, Mattuck upon consideration will 
see. even if he does not acknowledge, the essential difference 
of those cases he would bave his readers believe to be analogous. 
It follows, then, ‘that Rabbi Mattuck’ is merely (let us hope, 
unintentionally) throwing dust into the eyes of his readers, when 
be makes the suggestion to them that my objection to his couference 
was because it was a Conference of Jews and non-Jews, 
I said justifies his saying so;. much that I said should have 
prevented him from making the assertion. It was because Jews 
and non-Jews have constantly and to mutual advantage, as

When he (Father Day) was invited to join the committee, 
wa did not know that he was interested in active. Missionary 
work among'the Jews in the East End.

came to our knowledge, the mistake was atonce rectified. [t 

was pointed out to Father Day that his official association with 
the Conference would be objectionable to Jews; and he at once 
offeredto withdraw from the Committee, and from the official 

‘programme. When his resignation, with its reason, was brought 

before the committee which naturally consisted of Jews and 


Christians, there was no question or-diacussion ; it-was accepted. 


When the Conference was held Father Day was-mot. on the 
Committee nor oa the official programme. 


Rabbi Mattuck adds that one would have thought that in the 
same way that I learnt the first part of the story—the invitation to 
Father Day—I could also have learnt the second part,-that because 
of his association with missionary work amoug the Jews in the 


East End of London, Father Day withdrew from any officia] sommec- . 


tion with the Conference.” 

This last suggestion on the part of Rabbi Mattuck seems to me 
sheer moonshine, and that of the haviest order. I explained that 
my knowledge of the invitation accorded to Father Day was derived 
solely from the terms of it that came into my hands, and it is obvious 
they contained nothing of the story Kabbi Mattuck now tells con. 
cerning the semi-boycott of the worthy priest. But the “ catch "in 
that story is in the word “ official,’ and it looks much as if Rabbi 
Mattuck desired his readers to conclude that Father Day, having 
received the intimation he did, took no part in the Conference. — I 
am inclined to that belief by the fact that a certain paper with which 
Rabbi Mattuck is on intimate terms, in giving a report of the 
Conference, printed his narrative about Father Day, and then 
suppressed all reference to the contribution the lather actually made 
to the discussion, and even the fact that he was present! However, 
what does it really matter whether Fatber Day's part was 
official of not’ He spoke at the Conference; he was, indeed, 
invited to speak by the Chairman, who was Rabbi Mattuck. It 
occurs to me that if Father Day was not to be objected to as a 
member of the Conference, it was absurd to’object to him as a 
member of the Committee. If, however, he was objectionable as 
a member of the Committee, he certainly ought not to have been a 
member of the Conference. There can be no doubt, too, that 
Rabbi Mattuck, in rendering his “ excuses’. for the Conference, did 
not intend to let his readers understand that Father Day took part 
in it. Had he so intended, he would surely have mentioned the 
fact at the same time as he so minutely explained how Father Day 
had no “ official” connection with fhe gathering. Was this quite 
ingenuous on Rabbi Mattuck’s part? Does it show that he desired 
to give the complete facts concerning Father Day's relationship 
to. the Conference® And may I sav here that 
which Father Day has addressed. to the Editor of this paper, he 
makes complaint of a statement that appeared in the Jmwisn 
Worip to the effect that at the Conference he was cheek by 
jowlwith Mr, Laurie Magnus, there described I see as ‘the self. 
appointed guardian angel of the Jewish religion.’ The worthy 
Father seems to resent this description of his whereabouts on 
his visit to Hill Street, and explains: “I occupied the only

shame’ But hushing up seldom succeeds in doing that, and it often 
brings public shame upon those who are guiltless by allowing 
rumour tofixupon them, Theirregularities towhich Lallude, however, 
affect the public very intimately, It istheir money, and notthe money of 
the institutions for which it is subscribed and of which the Com 
mittees of them are merely the trustees, that is raided by theso 
irregularities. ‘The public are entitled to know how much bas 
been lost, and to be sure that no» blame for the occurrence 
attaches to those whose duty it is to. see that donations and 
‘Subscriptions are duly. safeguarded from depredation.

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Obituary 

DEATH OF MR. JOSEPH M. ANSELL. ) 

The sudden death occurred last Sunday evening, at the age of 
sixty-six, of Mr. Joseph M. Ansell, one of the best known and most 
appreciated of communal workers. He had spent the afternoon, as was 
bis usual custom, at the Home and Hospital for Jewish Incurables, on the 
Committee of which he was one of the most active members. A concerd 
was given there, and Mr. Ansell proposed the vote of thanks to the artists, 
He left the Home, apparently in excéllent health, at about half-past six. 
Later in the evening he paid a visit to hia old friend, Mr. D, Ange), at 
Lavgland Gardens, Hampstead. A short time after his arrival he was 
seized with sudden illness, and passed away before medical attention 


could be obtained. Bya tragic coincidence, another well-known member | 


of the commupity, the late Mr. Humpbrey Phillips, of the New West 
End Synagogue, also died with equal suddenness while visiting Mr. Angel. 

Joseph Moss Ansell was born in Honndsditch in 1958, and was 
descended from an old Anglo-Jewish family, the members of which were 
associated with the foundation of many of our commana) institutions. His 
great-uncle, Moses Avsell, was the first secretary of the Great Synagogue. 
lle was a son of Reb Zalman Ansel), founder ofthe Beth Hamedrash. Keb 
Zalman taught Hebrew to Lord George Gordon, and initiated him in the 
Jewish faith. Mr. Ansell’s grandfather was the first to import Turkey 
carpets into this country, and his father, Moss Ansel), was the first Jew to 
hold a Government office, having been appointed at the age of twenty-one 
Chief Clerk of the Court of Bankruptcy. His father and grandfather 
were both made freemen of the Oity of London during the Lord Mayoralty 
of Str David Balomons, in 1556. Moss Ansell helped to found the Jewish 
Soup Kiteben (ot which he became Hon. Secretary), and the Aged Needy 
Society. 

The deceased was educated at Jews’ College School. He devoted his 
life to communal work, He was for many years a member of the Jewish 
Board of Guardians and Chairman of the Loan Committee. He adminis- 
tered the affairs of the Committee with conspicuous success, the number 
ot bad debts being remarkably small, while untold benefits were rendered 
to thousands of emall Jewish traders. Mr. Anseli’s kindly advice was 
always much appreciated by those who were brought in contact with bim 
in connection with the Committee's work. Ho was especially assiduous 
in assisting Jewish ex-service men in the dificult period afterthe war. Mr, 
Ansell also served on the Executive, Visiting, and Daneswood Sanatorium 
Committees of the Board, as well as on the Committee of the Samuel 

Lewis Convalescent Home at Walton-on-the-Naze. 
to which he rendered devoted service was the Home for Jewish Incurables 
of which he was Chairman of the HouseCommittee anda member of the 
Investigating Committee. A menber of the Board for twenty-nine years 
he helped to modernise the institution, and be shared with Sir Stuart 

Bamnel, the President, the chief burden of administration. He was 
connected with the Western Jewish Philanthropic. Society of which 
he was Vice President. He took a prominent part in the movement 
for the suppression of charity voting, a cause which claimed the ardent 
support of the late Mr. F. D. Mocatta. Mr. Ansell served as Warden 
ofthe West London Synagogue, and was a very active member of tlie 
Council, He was one of the founders of the West Centra! Jewish Men’s 
Ciab, and for many years a member of its Executive Committec. Ho 
was also a regular visitor to the OClab, and continued bis services when 
the premises were turned into a bostel for Jewish soldiers during the war. 
Mr. Ansell wae gifted with a remarkable memory, and his store of 
communal reminiscences was inexhaustible. Several of these he retailed 
in 4 most interesting interview in Tah Jewistt CHRONICLE in April, 1920. 
lle married im 1891 Miss Zillah D’Azevedo, a native of 
Jamaica, who died in childbirth the following year at the early age of 
twenty-three, 

An inquest was held on Tuesday morning by Dr. Walter Schroeder, 
when a verdict ef death from natural causes was returned, medicad 
evidence showing that the deceased waa aMicted with fatty degeneration 
of the heart. 


The funeral, which was at Golders Green om Tuesday, was 
tolemnised by the Rev. Isidore Harris, M.A. The deceased had more 
than once expressed a particular wish that Mr. Harris should officiate at 
his obsequies. Mr. Harris, in the course of an address, said that, 
excepting the late ’rederic Mocatta, who moved and worked in a larger 
sphere, he bad never known anyone who consecrated bis life tothe cause 
of charity with such passionate idealism as had the late Mr. Ansell. At 
the funeral the Jewish Board of Guardians was represented by Mr. Lione? 
Jacob, ex-Chairman of the Loan Committee, Mr. Philip 8. Waley, Mr, 
Ernest Morley and Mr. M, Benjamin, the Home and Hospital for Jewish 
Incurables being represented by Messrs. Albert L. London Isidor 
Abrabame, Angel H. Hart, Harry Franks, Bernard H. Segal (Secretary),

Mr. J. M. Ansell was for many years a member of the Board, and was | 


successively Honorary Secretary and Chairman of the Loan Committee 
forthirty years, He attended a meeting of the Executive Committee only 
six days before his lamented death, and pathetically enough made some 
remarks about the disposal of his property, “ Whenever I close my eyes.” 
Io bis younger days be was an active member of the Visiting 
Committee, and obtatned in that way an extraordinary knowledge of the 
personnel of the Jewish community, which stood him in good stead in bis 
important work in the Loan Department of the Board. His discrimina- 
tion as to the snitebility or otherwise of sureties for some of the large 
loans granted ia the Department, was traly remarkeble. He was one of 
the most painstaking honorary workera that the Board has ever bad, and 
it will be no easy matter to fill bis vacant seat.—From Mr. MAURICE 
BENJAMIN (Secretary, Jewish Board of Guardians).

To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Bin,—With your permission, I, on my side, “feel compelled to utter 
an emphatic protest against” the uncalled-for attack made by the Kev, 
Dr. Cohen on the Rev. N. Jacobs, in your issue of last Iriday, 
criticising, as he does, the sermun delivered by Mr. Jacobs at the Reform 


Synagogue some few weeks ago. I have since re-read the sermon, and | 


fail to see anything whatever in it to call forth such an unprovoked 
onslaught. Dr. Coben charges Mr. Jacobs with “ vilifying” orthodox 
Judaism and “insulting’’ it by using “scurrilous” language. Surely & 
terrible accusation to be made by an orthodox Minister against one not quite 
af orthodox! Did Dr. Cohen ponder well before employing such language 
and consider what pain it was likely to cause” 

Let us see what justification he bad for writing in the terms he did. 
Mr. Jacobs speaks of the Sabbath as one of the “ great historic institutions 
that have survived through the ages.” Presuiuably, he lays great stress 
on the strict observance of that great day. ‘That and the dietary laws I 
consider the bedrock of our faith.. Observing these fundamental precepts, 
every other ceremonial follows as a matter of course. I would like to 
ask Dr. Cohen how many members of his congregation “remember tho 
Sabbath Day and keep it holy.” How many members keep their 
business places, warehouses and factories closed on that sacred day? 
I could hazard a pretty shrewd guess, for I happen to know some- 
thing cf the Birmingham Hebrew Congrigation. Then Mr. Jacobs is 
perfectly correct in stating-in reference to the Festivals—“tho bulk 
of English Jews and Jewesses observe one day only.” Why, Bir, 
is ig an open secret that many of the Honorary Ollicers absent 
themselves from the synagogue and from their official duties on that 
eecond day, cspecially if it happen to fallona week cay. Then, to cite 
anotber phrase, Dr. Cohen takes exception to “exaggerated devotion to 
ceremonialism,” but he is careful to omit the context which I will quote, 
and which gives it quite a different tone. This is what Mr. Jacobs 
eniad:. “... that is the danger of ‘ mere l’rophetism' in religion. By 
this phrase, I mean,” he continued, “ insistence on abstract Ethical ideals 
to the entire exclusion of specific Jewish observance. This .. . is 
just as onesided and may prove just as harmful as an cxaggerated 
devotion to ceremonialism.” Then what more telling sentences than the 
following: “The prophets Amos and Hosea, fearless denouncers of forma. 
lism and ceremonialism in religion, are, nevertheless, careful to rebuke 
Israel for neglecting the many precepts and statutes” which comprise 
“The Torah of the Lord.” : 

I dare not encroach at too great a length on your space, but I should 
just like to quoto the following from the sermon; “From the pages of 
lioman satirist and Stoic philosopher we learn that many Roman 
aristocrats, poets, and women of the upper classes worshipped the God of 
Heaven, observed the Jewish Sabbath, and kiodled the Sabbath lights.” 
[ yield to no one in my staunch allegiance to traditional Judaism, with 
ail that it implies anc staads for. At the same time that does not provent 
mo seeing good in such a temperate sermon as that delivered by Mr. 
Jacobs from the West London Synagogue pulpit, which should do much 
nore good, if it reaches those it is intended for, than 1)r. Cohen's letter, 
which can only be harmful, if read by the rising, thinking generation. 
Thank God, my consistent orthodoxy is not as rabid as that of Dr Cohen. 
I hold no brief for Mr. Jacobs, Ido not know him and have never seen 
him, but I am impelled to raise my protest from a sense of fair play and 
public duty. 

Some time ago, I had the pleasure of attending the dinner given in 
honour of the seveutieth birthday of my old friend and fellow Jews’ 
College pupil, the Rev. Isidore Harris, M.A., the Senior Minister of the 
Reform ‘Synagogue. The Chief Kabbi graced the function with his 
presence, and in alluding to the fact that in certain quarters he had been 
taken to task for accepting the invitation, said he felt no hesitation in 
doing so-—“ there were Reformers and Reformers, and he held their guest 
in the highest esteem.” Surely Dr. Cohen does not wish to pose as being 
more Royalist than the hing!

Soup Kitchen for the Jewish Poor. 


WINTER. BEASON OPENED, 


The Soup Kitchen for the Jowish Poor, Butler Street, was opened for 
the winter season last Monday, by Colonel F. D. Samuel, D.S.©., in the 
absence of Captain the Hon. Walter H. Samuel, M.C. Mr. Samue! 
Samuel, M.P., the President, was in the chair, and among those present 
were also:

The CHAIRMAN sald that there was an enormous amvuat of poverty, 
especially this year. Last season they had gupplied the needs of 
something like 3,000 persons a day, and this year there was already 4 
large increase in the number of applications. Thoy could all realise 
what must be the necessities of those people who came there for food for 
themselves and their children, Some of them were too proud to carry 
cans through the streets, and for them the Kitchen provided other 
commodities, such as saveloys, which could be carried home with greater 
privacy. ‘They must do what they could to relieve the sufferings of their 
coreligioniste for it would be depicrable if, through lack of support by the 
community, the hitchen were unable to distribute the necessities of life. 
Hié hoped and believed that the community would not forsake them in 
this year of dire necessity, when it was estimated that the number of- 
applicants for relief would be at teast double that of last year. Atthe 
enti of the previous season their deficit had stood at over £500, which was 
principally due to the expense of ths Passover Relief Fund. That fund 
was one of the most necessary operations of the institution, for although 
perhaps the more modern of them did not keep the festival as strictly as 
did the more old-fashioned, still, those who desired to keep up the traditions 
of the Jewish faith were bound to continustheir help, He noped the com: 
munity would this year be more generous to the Passover Relief Fund. 

Colonel SAMUEL said that as Commander of the Jewish Battalion he 
bad come into contact with the people of that neighbourhood during the 
war, and he had been astounded to see how they had improved uoder 
proper conditions. The young men bad turned out to be excellent soldiers. 
The people of that neighbourhood, if only they had proper conditions of 
living, could be a source of honour and pride to the country. He had 
every sympathy with the splendid work of that institution, and he 
thought that very few people reaiised the admirable work of the Chair- 
man, Committee, and workers. 

Thanks were accorded to Colonel Samuel, on the motion of Mr. 
GUSTAVE TUCK (Treasurer), seconded by Mr. BARRENT &. EuLis (Hon, 
Secretary). 

The opening evening was, as always, given by Mr. George A. Cohen 
and other relatives ef tho late President, Mr. Alfred Louis Cohen.

The Anti-Alien Agitation. 
| | 


The. Times on Jewish Immigration. 

The TIMES published, under the heading of “Citizens in the Making,” 
the last of its series of articles on “ Alien London,” last Monday. It isnot 
easy, it says, to arrive at the truth as to the degree and rapidity of the 
social and political assimilation of the Jewish immigrant from Eastern 
Europe. Tho case of the Eastern Jewish immigrant has always been 
peculiar. His religion and history make social assimilation a slower 
process than in the caso of the Christian immigrant, and when settled in 
a Jewish environment ho bas no inducement to make friends with 
Gentiles, and little opportunity of doing so. The mixed Council schoola 
attended by both Christian and Jewish children, who get on admirably 
together, promote social assimilation op to a point, and one wonders 
whether the present system under which a school is reserved 
for Jewish ciiildren when their numbor exceeds fifty per cent. is 
desirable from @ national standpoint; however convenient it may be. 

In connection with political assimilation, the article points out that 
» allen immigrant whose character has been formed in tho slums of 


\\ ther he came over in 1894 or in 1914. The extent of the political 


character of the home from which they come, but most of them are, 
fr have the makings of good citizens, although, it is contendéd, “the Jews 
aro not unnaturally inclined to adopt a more international outlook than 
the British.” 

The writer alleges that the behaviour ofthe alien Jews in the East 
End during the war was often unsatisfactory, and in too many cases they 
did their best to avoid military service. It is admitted, however, that“ a 
large proportion of the British-born children of aliens followed the fine 
example set by the British-Jews, and played their part like men during 
the war.” 

A tribute is paid to tho efforts of many British Jews “to make the 
children cf often unpromising immigrants into English-thinking citizens.” 
“The success which has attended these efforts encourages many British 
Jews to plead for a ‘more liberal’ policy towards foreign immigrants, 
Many of them also seem to fear that anti-Semitic tendencies may have 
inspired recent anti-alien legislation. But,” asks the Times, “is not the 
question of the religion of recent alien immigrants altogether a secondary 
one? What British Governments have to consider is whether, given 
present conditions of housing end unemployment, given the decrease in 
our birth-rate, the increasing urbanisation of our population, and our 
terrible loss of men in tbe prime of tloir strength in the Great War, we 
can possibly relax the present restrictions in favour of prolific aliens, an 
normous majority of whom. come from poor and crowded slums in 
Eastern Europe. . . . In days when we could absorb alien elements 
with comparatively little diMculty they undoubtedly made very valuable 
contributions to our national life, as some of the children of aliens are 
doing to-day; but our situation has changed. We cannot find work or 
housipg worthy of the name for too many of our own best indigenous 
stocks; we can only add to their discontent by allowing unrestricted 
foreign settlement in our already cvercrowded slums,” 

Va the same date the Times published a leading article on the 
subject, in the course of which it called the situation described by its 
contributor “a social and political evil.” . Tho: problem, it says, dates 
from the persecution of the Jews of the Russian psle in the early 
eighties; what has to be accomplished is the social and political 
assimilation of the Eastern Jews who came here a generation ago and of 
their descendants. The older Jewish immigrants, says the TIMES, have 
become thoroughly English, “distinguished in nothing from their neigh- 
bours except in their religion and the practices it epjoins.” What is 
needed, the article concludes, “ is a change of thought and fceling which 
would transform a community alien to usin their conception of society 
and of the State into capable British citizens”; and the only body 
able to give the necessary education to the immigrants is “the old- 
ettablished British Jews who have themse)ves undergone it.” 


Alien Lendon.’’* 

a Monday the Times published the concluding article of the series 
it bas recently printed under the above heading. The articles amount, 
as our contemporary acknowledges, to nothing but an indictment—the 
Tives calls it “a study ”.—of the Jews in the East End. The excuse 
which it gives for this limitation is that the foreign-born Jews constitute 
virtually the whole of the alien population of the Metropolis. Thatisa 
statement which, upon the face of it, is somewhat wide of the mark; 
and it would besides have been a little more ingenuous to say that 
the articles have resolved themselves into an examination of our 
brethren in the East End, because they cowprise that portion of the 
Population of London it was desired to “atady.” As a matter of fact, 
however, the articles did not confine themselves to the alien in the Fast 
Lad. They lumped East End Jewry into one and called it alien; so that 
what the articles contained made them as misleading as what they 
omitted. Because there are other congeries of people in London, colonies 
of foreign-born; and it would be astonishing to us if the Times had the 
temerity to suggest that some of them, at least, were as desirable 
additions to the general population of the country as the articles show 
the Jews of the East End on the whole to be. And, after all, the main 
Purpose of the contributions was to expose what the writer deems to be 
the undesirability of the aliens whom he studied. Otherwise itis obvious 
they would never have been written. 

The Times accompanied its final article on the “ study of the foreign 
Jews of the East End” with a leading article upon the subject. It is ag 
well. Because the contributions themselves left the reader utterly 
bewildered about what they were driving at, and the leading article does 
sive an inkling. Facts (for the niost part distorted or exaggerated to sult 
the writer's views) that bad already been refated with the exaggerations

imitation of the British-born offspring of the immigrants varies with — 


and distortions with which they were then accompanied, exposed twenty 
years ago, did not give the clue. Nor did the remarkable ignorance of 
real conditions which the writer at many points exhibited. This 
ignorance, we observe, bas ove: flow:< d into the Jeading article. Our con- 
temporary, for instance, seems to be under the impression that what it 
calls British Jewry— we, for our part, apply that term to the whole cf the 
Jewry under British rule— was formed of Jews from Spain: 

The older Jewish settlers have known how to become English and 
to keep their religion and their traditions. Assimilat'on was, indeed, 
easier for them than for the modern colonists, for they had reacheda 
high stage of civilisation. Most of them wero fugitives from f£pain, 
and, under the cultivated and relatively tolerant rule of the Moors, 
the Spanish Jews had already rendered an immense service to 
European thought. As translators and as commentators, they were 
the main channel through which the metaphysics, the medicine, and 
the natural science of the Saracen schools and many writings of the 
Greek thinkera became known to medieval Kurope. When they came 
to England the grand traditions of Spanish Jewry were still a living 
memory with them. The recent immigrants from Eastern Europe 
have no such heritage. They have been degraded by centuries of 
oppression and have many defects characteristic of the Slav popula- 
tions wbich surrounded them. 

Well, of course, all this is the sheerest nonsense. 


Whence Came British Jewry? 


The Jews were expelled from Spain in the year 1492. Some did nod 
leave, but virtually all who remained there ceased to be Jews by religion, 
adopted the dominant faith and were lost, as Jews, in the general popula- 
tion. But Jews were not permitted to come to England until) 1657; that 
is, within a few years of two centuries afier the Spanish exile. How can 
it be said thatthey were “fugitives from Spain”? It is quite true that 


. the original founders of British Jewry were called Spanish and Portuguese 


Jewer. Bat that was much more a religious than a national! differentiation. 
In fact, however, they were Dutchmen—Jews-who were born and for 
years had lived in Holland, and who had presumably assimilated the 
ways and characteristics of that country. They were the first arrivals, 
under the leadership of Menasseh ben Israel. But soon after, if not 
simultaneously with them, came a number of Jews, largely from Holland 
(geo Dumerous were they that their place cf settlement in London was 
known as the Dutch Tenter Ground), and they were not Sephardi Jews 
maintaining the traditions of the Jews who had lived in Spain and 
Portugal, and who preserved those traditions in Holland, as they have 
honoured them in England to this day, but Ashkenazi Jews, that is Jews 
originating in Germany and Poland who followed the German and Polish 
ritual and practice. |

day—and now we mean British Jewry asthe TIMES speaks of it and the 
British Jews of whom it cannot speak ‘(o> well-—is, to apy extent worth 
mentioning, the result of the or giual immigration of Jews into this 
country is, of course, pure delasion, Of the Sephardi Jews who consti- 
tuted that early Jewish settlement, there is scarcely a trace left. Their 
very names have, for the most part, faded from the congregation, like the 
Ximenes family, the Lopez family, the Disraelis. All these embraced 
Christianity and drifted away. To a certain extent, the same bas ‘0 be 
said of Ashkenazi Jews who were virtually in the original sett onent, 
although the conversions to Christianity among them were by no means 
as numerous as among the Sephardis. There are, in fact, but few 
descendants to-day of the Jews who came over with the Conquero.— 
Menasseh ben Israel. Tho vast majority of British Jewry, as it is 
to-day, is the product of the immigration that has been going 
on mainly from Germany, Russia, and Poland (and direct to 
England) and, to a far lesser extent, from Holland ahd 
from the East for generations. In other words, the British Jews 
whom the TIMES so lauds are the first, or at the most the second, 
generation—rarely the third generation—of precisely the same alien 
immigrants as the “foreiga” Jews whom it 80 maligas! Surely that 
consideration, which anyone who knows anything of Jewish history in 
relation to this country, knows is bare fact, knocks the bottom out of the 
TIMES articles and all the arguments it bases upon them, 


Anti-Semitic Tendency. 


The TIMES seems to have some sort of notion of this essential fact, 
for it says that “ while they (the ‘foreign’ Jews) have been degraded by 
centuries of oppression and have many defects characteristic of the Slav 
populations which surrounded them,.” “ their children are learning to take 
the outstretched band of those who came before them and tread in their 
footsteps.” Well, if that process is going on, and if, in its result, judging 
from what has gone on hitherto, it is likely to be as successful as the 
Timps declares to be the gradual anglicisation of the Jews who preceded 
present “aliens” as immigrants to this country, where on earth was the 
necessity for it to publish five articles upon them, the very headings 
of those articles manifesting a peculiar inconsiderateness to Jews in 
general and the contents of them a parody of Jewish life from any point 
of view? Judging from ite leading article on Monday, our contemporary 
seews to think that anti-Semitism means an opposition to the Jewish 
religion. It surely must know better than that, and that anti-Semitism 
is a cult directed against the Jew, bis race, his world position; and, so 
far as bis religion is concerned, is only fostered and encouraged by a 
woeful, superstitious dark ignorance concerning him. It would be dificald 
indeed for the TIMES to show that its articles were not anti-Semitic in 
tendency, whatever their intention. 

Half a century ago, says the Times, this East End problem did nod 
exist. True, not “this East End problem,” but an'East End problem 
none the less. The problem was one of crime and vice unparalleled in 
any great city the world over, of heathen vicleace, of drunkenness and 
barbarism which made a whole area on the other side of Aldgate pump 
unsafe for the average citizen in daytime and dangerous after nightfall, 
The immigrant Jew has altered all that at least, as our contemporary 
cap learn from the police, if it enquires, and as it itself inferentilally 
acknowledges. ‘That the Jew arriving here from Eastern Europe has no¢ 
English manners, which appears to be the complaint made against him, 
we do not deny. But we deny that uncieaniliness, personal or otherwise, 
ie nearly a¢ great among the Jews of the East End as it is among non- 
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- Jews of the labouring classes, say, in Notting Daie or in Southwark, or, 

indeed, in any other district where the Gentile poorlive. 

Jews, Cleanliness and Overcrowding. 

The ritual observances, honoured by even the average Jew, com 
cleanliness. It has nover been said of a Jewish Rabbi that when he 
raised his hands to bless his Congregation vermin sprang from beneath 
the sleeves of his jacket. That is recorded, however, of an English 
Archbishop; and we mention it because it is indicative of the difference

- the Jew and the non-Jew. Isthere overcrowding in the Fast End? Of 
course thero is, and so there isin every part of poorer London, and in 
many parts overcrowding exhibiting a lack of decency, of which the 
Jews in the East End show no parallel. The Tints {ts shocked and 
rightly so---because its contributor spoke of “a court in East London 
where twelve small houses crowded with poor Jews having a single tap 

for their water supply and a single privy near it.” 

Terrible, indeed ; but we should, we know, bave uo diMoulty in 
taking the Editor of the Times or his representative into some country 
district in England where not a Jew nor analienis to be found, but where 


sanitary conditions far worse than those described in the East Sad pre-— 


vail. With such facts available, and it is difficult to believe that the 
Times is ignorant of them, it surely is something very near canting 
hypocrisy for our contemporary to hold up its hands in pious horror 
about the conditions that are to be found in what if calls 
“the Jewish East End.” When Christians sct thelr own house 
in order, when they take care that their fsilow-Gentiles do not 
live lives debased by conditions that ars much more fit for pigsties 
than for human dwellings, then the Jews in the East End will rejoice 
and be only too glad to share in the general uplift of the idea of how 
people should live in England, and the very faulty quality of which is 
really the reason these Jews overcrowd. The truth is, and we make a 
. present of it to the Times, that if the conditions of the Jowish East Ead 
are as it describes them, then the blame rests not upon the Jows there, 
but upon the country which does not take measures for preventing such 
a scandalous condition of things. Far from their blaming the immigrants 
from Russia and Poland, who cannot have had a hand in shaping British 
laws and regulations; the gravamen of the whole indictment on this score 
is really one against the people of this country, and we British Jows who 
havo been settled here for years must share the shame of it. : 
Population and Work. 

Another illusion that rans through the TIMES “articles is the idea that 
the larger the population the less the labour there must be to porform. 
Again and again it is suggested that the immigration into this country of 
aliens bas caused a shortage of work. Now this, we admit, is a very 
iarge subject, and is not one that we are disposed to argue at length here. 
But it cught to be manifest to the least economically-gifted mind that 
every additional person in a given population is actually a means of 
increasing the labour available. If it were otherwise, then countries 
with a sparse population would be the most prosperous—either generally 
or individually—which they are not, 

It may be objected that this argument cuts both ways, and it may be 
asked whether there cannot be an overcrowded country —a country where 


the population is too large. The answer to that is that in a majority of: 


cases where there is what is called over-population, the troubles that 
arise are not caused by there being too many men; women and children 
there, but by a wrong system of allocating the wealth produced by the 
population. In any case, however, so-called over-population almost 
always rights itself, whatever the cause of the resulting evils: because 
emigration at once setsin. As we say, this is a large question and one 
upon which we do not desire to adopt anything like a didactic attitade, 
because it has many aspects that require due consideration and due 
weight being given tothem. But the idea that immigration into a country 
must necessarily mean that there is, in consequence of it, less work than 
there would have been withont it, is a crude notion which no reasonable 
argument will support. 
A Damp Squib. 

Thus we might pursue argument after argument and statement after 
atatement from the TIMES articles, and show, as we say, their innate 
fallacy and utter futility. But there is no need for us to do so. far the 
rccket which our contemporary announced with such a flourish, as if 
these articles were going to prove epoch-making, has come down like a 
very damp squib. All the TIMES finally pleads for in its leading article 
summarising the question that it has raised, is that there should not be 
permitted an unrestricted rush of Jews from Eastern Europe into this 
country. From some points of view, we-have no doubt that it would be 
to the vast advantage of Great Britain if there were many more Jews 
in it. Let anyone carefully read what the Times itself has to say 
about the Jews in East London, about these immigrants, their 
sobriety, their thrift, their domestic virtues, their good ideas, and some. 
times high ideals, of citizenship—and remember. the Tiss Bet out to

published in the Russian Official Press,” 
said Dr, Kreinin, “forty-five per cent. 
of the children of school age in Leningrad 
are suffering from tuberculosis, Lenir- 
grad and Moscow receive special care from the Government, the economic 
conditions in the proviuces being incomparably worse than in the Capitals. 
Further, the Jewish population under the prevalent conditionsis, with rare 
exceptions, deprived of every meaps of livelihood, and is in a state 
of continual semi-starvation. 
Obvious what a terrible social scourge is threatening the whole 
coming generation of Jews. Persons not belonging to the worker 
and ptasant class have, d¢ facto, no occupation whatever, and aro 
naturally condemned to elimination. That this is the case follows 
from the fact that the Jews in Russia belong to the so-called “nor- 
productive” classes, numbering, as they do, but a small percentago of 
workers and peasants. Very few people in Westera Europe realise that 
this really means the doom of nearly the whole mass of millions of Jews 
in Russia, for some 90 per cent, of them were, under the old social con- 
ditions, tradesmen, independent artisans, petty shopkeepers, etc., and are 
thus precisely the last people to be given employment. Ona the other 
band, their transition to physical forms of labour must of necessity be a 
very siow process, and can have no appreciable cffect in improving 
economic conditions of the Jews in the immediate future. You will see 

therefore, bow gravely erroneous and tragic is the opinion abroad among 
our brethron in Western Europo, that with the abating acuteness of tho 
famine in Russia there is no special need for care and help from them. 
It la true that there is now no such mortality as during the famine, but 
shore is hardly & family in the Ukraine or White Kussia which does not 
contain sufferers from tuberculosis; acute anwwia, or some nervous 
disease, and nearly the whole part of this population is left without any 
medical assistance, because the State and town authorities can hardly 
afford to care for those who enjoy the privileges of the social insurance laws, 
which do not extend to the balk of the “ non-productive ” Jewish popula. 
tion. Of course, the few social workers we still have in Russia are 
Sicuining every nerve to organise the modical self-help of the masses, 
but they are now helpless, both materially and legally, to do anything on 
any appreciable scale, I should not like to leave unmentioned the 
position of the Jewish intelligentsia itself. In this connection the 
curtailment in the staff of government employees has left the greater 
part of them (in the same way as many of their non-Jewish colleagues), 
without means of subsistence as they are not eligible for any other 
employment. That is why I say, realising the enormous responsibility 
on our shoulders, that, in the fall sense of the words, the activity of the 
Jowish Medical Organisation of the O.Z.E., isa bright spot on the .dark 
horizon which I have described. It is, moreover, an activity which, if 


atoppod, would at once unduly deprive the Jewish population of medical 
assistance, sorely needed.

Successful Jewish Candidates.

The great feature of the German elections is the defeat of the 
, .dendorfft-Hitler party of extreme Jew-baiters and the success of the 
Republicans, No anti-Jewish incidents of importance occurred in Berlin 
on polling day, although the anti-Semites were active, and in a few cases 
epdeavoured to create disturbances, The Jewish vote went mostly to 
tho Democrats and Socialists. So far, the following Jews have been 
roturned: Messrs. Fdward Bernstein (the Socialist leader), David, George 
rnernbardt, Levy, and Hilferding. 

The notorious anti-Semite, Mr. Theodore Fritsche, Editor of the 
mimucr, bas been sentenced at Hamburg to imprisonment for three 
months for libelling Mr.-Max Warburg and Mr. Melchior, accusing them 
of directing the finances of the world in a manner adverse to Germany, 
and of haying plotted at the Peace Conferenge in Paris, in 1919, against 
the country with the ald of the Amorican floancier, Mr, Warburg. Mr, 
Max Warburg disproved the libel and showed that, in reality, he had 
assisted Germany in overy way.

Jewish Flag on Ocean Liner. 
Gifts to Charities. 
[From our Correspondent. | NEW YORK, 


Tho Jewish flag was officially given a permanent piace at the roast- 
j,ead of an ocean liner for the first time in history, when, in the presence 
ot a number of prominent Jewish men and women, Justice Jacob 6. 
Strahl, of Brooklyn, raised the flag on the ss, “President Arthur,” the 
1.000 ton steamer which will sail between New York and Haifa, under 
the management of the American-Palestine Line. 

The ceremonies were held atthe Morse Shipyard, Brooklyn. The 
ss. President Arthur” is being reconditioned at the Brooklyn Shipyard, 
in preparation for its first trip under Jewish auspices on March 12th next, 

A brief address was made by the President of the American Palestine 
Line, Judge Strahl. Senator Benjamin Antin also spoke. 

Dr. Isidore Frank, the Jewish Chaplain of the Police in New York, 
has launched a new organisation, to be called the Shomerm, in which he 
hopes to enlist all the Jewish police of the city, to the number of 700. 
The object of the soclety is to promote a religious spirit among the 
members, as well astoincreasetheir social welfare, Nearly 250 members 
have already been enrolled. 

Mr. Adolph 8S. Ochs, publisher of the New YORK Tis, has written 
to the President of the Mizpah Congregation, Chattanooga, offering to 
donate 100,900 dollars for the rebuilding of the synagogue as a memorial 
to his father and mother, the late Ju‘ius and Bertha Ochs. He expresses 
the hope that the building may be completed and ready for dedication on 
Jone 29th, 1926, the hundredth anniv rsary of bis father’s birth. 

Mrs. lelix M. Warburg has given 500,000 dollars to the Visiting Nurse 
Service of New York, . The gift, tn the form of a fund created in the Now 
‘ork Community Trist, has bi6n specified by Mrs. Warburg as 4 
memorial endowment in celebration of the seventieth birthday of her 
mother, Mrs. Jacob H, Schiff, and in commemoration of the attachment 
ier father had for the Visiting Nurse Service. The annua! income from 
tho fund, it is said, will provide for at least sixteen nurses for the service. 

Mr. Mortimer Gb. Sehiff bas given 25,000 dollars to the building fund 
{the Cathedral of St, John the Divine in New York, and a similar sum 
to the Jewish Theological Seminary of America. The latter donation is 
in honour of the seventieth birthday of bis mother. ‘Thisis Mr, Schiff's 
second gift of 25,000 dollars towar: 3 the fund, of which “50,000 dollars has 
already been collected in cash and pledges from Jews throughout the 
oonntry. Daring the last twelve movths Mr. Schiff has donated to the 
‘ewlsh Theological Seminary approximately 325,000 dollars.

President Coolidge's Desire. 


Addressing Corgress recently oa the Alien Immigration reatriction 
policy of the United States, Prcsident Coolidge said that he would like to 
see the laws made a tittie more humane, at least so as t+ secure the 
uimission into the country of those whose near relatives were already 


settled there, and who desired to bolp and support them in their new 
home, 


Kasher Law in New York. 
Test Case before U.S. Supreme Court. 


As reported in the J&wisH CHRONICLE last week the conatitationali’ y 
of the New York State Kasher Law is being debated in a test case before 
the U alted States Supreme Court at Washington, 

Mr. Bamuel HH. Hofstadter, actingas Special Deputy Attorney-General of 
New York State, said that tho Law was legislation in the public interest. Ho 
Jliscussed the contention of the complainants that they had built up a large 
business In the sale of kasher meat and that the State laws interfered with 
their liberty of action, “They claim a constitational right to the undis- 
turbed continuance of that business,” said Mr. Hofstadter. “The very 
‘orner-stone of that business is the belief onthe part of the hundreds of 
‘housands of people who patronise it that the word ‘aster has a meaning, 
and that meat products which rs ‘asher are more desirable than those 
which are not hasher. Vet ia the very same breath the complainants ask 
the Ccurt to hold the statutes vaconstitutional, on the ground that the word 
fs Indefinite as to be nuinteliigibie, and deny the constitutional 


competency of the Legislature to hold them to the exercise of good faith 
in making the representation, which they themselves voluntarily make 
rs paca of their own business, that the products sold by them are 
‘as er.” 
Mr. Hotstadter stated that in 1796 and again in 1305 the Common 
Council of the City of New York revoked the licences of two butchers, 
Nicholas Smart and Caleb Vandenburg, for affixing a kasher seal to moat 


that was not in fact kasher, and that in 1913 there was, for a short time, 


in force in New York City an ordinance prohibiting the sale of meat as 
Kasher aniess it was killed under licence from a Jewish congregation.

An Anti-Semitic Text-Book. 


A-despatch sent by a representative of the’ Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency in Bucharest gives alarming details of the prevalence of antt- 
Semitism in Rumania. A translation is given of an extract from ono of 
the books in general use in the secondary schools, “Carte de Limba 
Romana,”' by the poet Eminescu, Describing the situation in Bukovina, 
the author says: 


What has become of this country? A swamp of degenerate elements, the 
ol those who were not allowed to stay in othe? conntries, the 
Jabyloniau crew. According to the ancient laws, the Jews have no right to 


build their synagogues of stone, Today they have set up their synagogues in | 


the centre of the capital. Like a black flight of crows they have invaded our 
country; they have sucked the life blood. out of our peasants; they have 
pauperised them by their loans-which the peasants had to take from them tobe 
able to pay their taxes. 
—people whose only ability is to enrich themselves by sly cunning and 
treachery. The freest people has bowed its head under the yoke of the most 


miserable race of slaves. The fairest land has fa'len into the filthiest hands. - 


Moldavia’s paradise is full of the most outcast nation. And because usury 
yields its recompense to the authorities, the Jews and the judges go hand in 
hand under the protection of a two faced Christendom. Without spilling one 
drop of blood for it, without working for it, without brain and without hears, 
they lay their hands upon the holy soil for whose defence we have given rivers 
of blood, centuries of work. 


Anotber instance of Rumanian anti. Semitism, also in the field of educa. 


tion, is seen ia the deliberate evasion by the authorities of the Minority 
Clauses. When Transylvania was part of Hungary (writes the J.T.A, 
representative), the language of instractionin the schools was Hungarian, 
Under the Treaty of Trianon, the minority populations are given the 
right to have minority schools with their mother tongue the language of 
instruction. The Government maintains that the Jows are nota minority 
in the sense of the Treaty, that they are Kumanians of the Jewish faith 
and are therefore obliged to use Rumanian as the language of Instruction in 
their schools. They may have Jowish schools, but the language of 
instruction in those schools must also be Romanian. The Jowish teachers 
in the province, who received their training when Transylvania was 
Hungarian, are not sufficiently competent in the Ramanian language. 
The establishment of a Jewish teachers’ training college is not permitted. 
and the admission into the conntry of Jewish teachers from abroad is 
refused. The Jewish children are therefore compelled to attend the 
Rumanian Government schools in which no attention is paid to the special 
requirements of Jewish religious teaching, where they are compelled to 
attend on the Sabiith and are sub:ected to anti-Semitic attacks by both 
teachers and pupil's. 


The Case of Mr, Steiger. 
Proselytism in Warsaw. 


[From our Correspondent. | 


WARSAW, 
Acting on the information received by two Galician Jewish deputics, 
the Minister of the Interior and the Minister of Justice have ordored an 
investigation of a report that a certain notorious Ukrainian revolutionary, 
pamed Pantchitzin, was the person guilty of throwing the bomb-at the 
President of the Polish Republic at Lemberg, and not the arrested Jewish 
student, Mr. Steiger, who is now awaiting his trial, Mr, Pantchitzin was 
arrested, and he confessed to many terrorist acts, but ho denied his 
complicity in the attempt onthe life of the President. Nevertheless, the 
police are under the impression that he is the guilty person, and it seems 
likely that Mr. Steiger, who ts now ill in prison, will soon bo released, 
According tu the report of the Warsaw TKablbinate, forty three 
non-Jews have becume proselytes since Jantary—twenty-six men and 
seventeen women. Thirty-two of the convorts wore of Jewish origin or 
were born Jews, and the other eleven were mostiy Russians who were 
anxious to atone for their participation in the Ukrainian pogroms, The 
Rabbivate is now investigating forty-two now applications to enter the 
Jewish faith. 


Education Problems in Canada. 
---- 
The Position of the Jews. 

Tor thousands of Jewish parents in Montreal the school problem is a 
very painful one, not only because in the eyesof the Quebec School Laws 
they are not recoguised as Jews, but also because for decades past they 
have been subject to constant affronts and injustice by the Protestant 
teachers of their children, Last year a special Commission was formed 
to study the schoo! question, Ona this Commission the Jews had an equai 
representation : there were three Protestants, three Catholics, and three 
Jews. The Commission bas now concluded its hearings, and after it has 
arrived at an understanding in the matter, it will present its report as to 
a solution of the school problem, 

Canada has no national school system. The schools are divided into 
three systems, and the Constitatiun speaks only cf Protestants and 
Catholics in this connection. That is why the Jews, ever since they 
formed a considerable settlement in Canada, have had trouble with their 
echool problem. [In many instances Jewish children bad to be sent to 
Catholic schools to be instracted by priests and nuns. The Jews cven 
turned over their school taxes to the Catholic fund. 

As for the Protestants, * » Jews endcavoured to come to some 


And they have destroyed them by the usury of Judas” 
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arrangement with them, but never succeeded fully. At one time the. 


Protester is agreed to employ Jewish teacher for the Jewish pupils. in 
the sch ] of Dofrin, but they constantly complained that they wero. 
losing money on the Jews. Furthermore, they accepted and considered 
Jewish children not as Jews but as “ Protestants.’ This meant that the 
Jews were denied recc:;nition as a national and religious entity, and their 
children were classified as “Jowish Protestants.” . 

A Jfw cannot be represented on any Protestant school commission, 
#0 that while he has the rigbt to be a Councillor, a Premier, or even & 
Governor-General, he has no right to sit on commissions which decide 
the school taxes he is to pay and the education of his children. 
Up to 1913 Jewish teachers, too, were kept out of the schools, and even 
$o-day the number of Jewish teachers is very small. 

The Protestants have always complained that it costs “ too much” 
to teach the Jewish children, that tho Jews have too many holidays, 
that Jewish pupils corrupt the Christian atmosphere in the schools, etc. 
They have even introduced a Bill in the Legislature which, if passed, 
would give them the right to act entirely according to thelrown discretiou 
in dealing with the Jewish pupils, and even to segregate them in separate 
classes.—J.1.A. 


Anti-Semite Incites to Murder. 


Poisoning Attempt in Grodno. 


Anti Semitic incitement is believed by the police authorities at Grodno, 
on the Polish-Lithuanian frontier, to be the reason for an attempt made 
by a Christian servant-girl there to poison ber Jewish mistress. | 

The incident is connected with the anti-Semitic agitation conducted 
by the notorious “Professor of Anti-Semitism,” Jaksa Chomietz, wko 
travels all over Poland preaching “ scientific” anti-Semitism, In Grodno, 
his lecture was attended by a large audience. Among those present was 
the servant-girl employed by Mrs. Wigdowitz, the wife of a teacher in tho 
Hebrew Tarbuth schoo! at Grodno. The next day Mrs. Wigdowits tasted 
something bitter in a glass of milk brought to her by the servant-gir!, and 
on examination the milk was found to be poisoned. lhe police are con- 
ducting an inquiry into the case.—J.T.A.

| The Work of the Ica. . 

The PRESIDENT made a statement on the recent work of the Ica. He 
said that the Colonists in the Argentine during the last few months had 
been occupied with preparations for the harvest, but in consequence of 
bad weather conditions the results were not likely to be satisfactory. 
With the view of encouraging the development of fruit farming, the Ica 
bas offered prizes to colonists who have achieved success with certain 
varieties. Special consideration is being given to the sons of colonists, 
and part of the property of La Gama (Eatre Rios) has been deforested, 
and was beipg reserved for them, with additional concessions on the 
price of their lote, etc. Thirty-six families of artisans who had made a 
poor living in Buenos Aires had recently asked to be instalied on the 
colonies, and the matior was receiving sympathetic consideration. The 
(ca was devoting its attention to the improvement of the lot of the Jewish 
agricultural immigrants from the East of Europe. The co-operative 
societies were working well in the interests of the colonists. Ninety-six 
classes, attended by 4,200 children, had been opened for religious 
teaching in the colonies. The traces of the political trouble last year 
in Brazil had disappeared, and the colonists were now hard at work. 
Cattle raising had become very profitable in consequence of the rise in 
price, and poultry farming and the bee industry were continuing to 
prove lucrative for the colonists. Four new saw milis had recently been 
started close to the railway line. The arrival of the Rev. I. Raffalovich, 
of Liverpool, had done much good in the towns of Brazil. Religious 
instruction had been provided in the cities of Rio de Janeiro, Campinas, 
Passo Fundo, Santa Maria, Sao Paulo, and elsewhere. Though 

THE HARVEST IN CANADA 


was considerably below expectation, the rise in the price of cereals had 


provided a certain amount of compensation for the colonists which would 
enable them to close their accounts with reasonable profits. As the result, 
their repayments to the Ica were forty per cent. above those of last year. 
Every effort'was being made not only to extend the work of colonisation 
by installing the newly arrived immigrants on the land, but alao to enable 
those settled already to become absolute owners. The stabilisation of 
the exchange in Poland had had a satisfactory result upon the “ Caisses- 
de-Préts” started by the lca. The Caisses now possessed 70,000 members. 
On the agricultural side, considerable development had taken place. 
Dovelopments in Russia were satisfactory. The area sown had 
‘acreased from 29,000 dessiatines, to approximately 59,000 dessiatines, 
enanks to the advances which the Ica had distributed through the agri. 
cultural co-operatives, of which there were now twenty-two, with 9,000 
members. The Ica'’s agricultural experts had continued to assist 
the colonists in Bessarabia through the “ Caisses-de-Préits.” Live 
Stock has been purchased and many acres bave been added to the 
farming areas. Therecent land legislation had resulted in the breaking up 
of large estates, and had enabled several thousauds of Jewish families to 
acquire land at avery reasonable price. The loa had assisted 700 families, 
by advancing to them a Jarge proportion of their purchase money, and

wine available. The prospects of the orange crop were satisfactory, and 
the oranges despatched to London had realised good prices. The Athlit Sals 
Company which was started in 1922, in conjanction with the Economie 
Board for Palestine, was making progress. The whole of the year's output 
will be taken by the Government for local consumption, and will amountte 
about 300 tons por month. The flour milis at Haifa were working well, and 
beginning to show profits. The experiments made in connection with the 
scent prodacing plants bad been fairly succesesfal. A new Corporation 
was created on the 1st of October called the Palestine Jewish Colonisa- 
tion Association, and bas been substituted for the Commission 
Palestinienne of the Ica. The question of the emigration of the Jewish 
refugees in Eastern Europe had been practically settied during the year. 
In consequence of the Johnson Bill becoming law in the United 
States, and the enormous reduction in the Kussian quota, almost 
7,000 emigrants, all provided with visas for the United States, were 
held up in the ports of Europe. The solution of the problem 
was a most difficult one. Unless the United States opened its 
doors, these people must be moved to countries willing to receive 
them, and an organisation to look after them upon arrival must 
be created. The United States and Canada being now closed, the Ica 
was devoting its attention to keeping the door open in South 
America. The Argentine will be one of the few countries where 
Jewish tmmigrants will be admitted under certain conditions. Every 
effort was being made to co-ordinate the activity of the important bodies 
interested in emigration.

THE CHEDER. 


Although some improvements have of late been effected in the 
educational condition of the Cheder, yet we must admit that the 
previiling system in Hebrew education is very deplorable. The natural 
consequences are that our youth grow up in ignorance of their languege, 
and not only will they never be able to Palte or speak with correctness, 
but they will never be able to underatand the Torah and appreciate what 
our great prophets, poets, and orators bave written or spoken. Among the 
many important changes which are essential for the improvement of 
Hebrew learning, the following threc, in my opinion, are of paramount 
importance : | 

(1). The Cheder must become a public institution, or publicly con 
trolled. Private enterprise and ownership must be discouraged. 

(2). Imtroduction of a fixed and uniform programme in every school, 
based on the very latest results of pedagogy, with rtandard text books. 

(3). Abolition cf Scripture in .clementary classes. Traditional 
Judaism not to be the predominating subject in the curriculam, and more 
. time to be devoted to Hebrew Grammar, history, and general Jewish 
knowledge: 

In order to establish a high standard of Hebrow education, it is 
imperative that Education Boards should be established in every city 
to supervise the Hebrew training. Teachers’: diplomas shall be granted 
by them only to those who consented to submit themselves for exami- 
nation and undergo certain tests. Such procedure will largely assist 
us in removing the incompetent and ignorant Melamed, and substitute (pe 
modern intelligent teacher, who is experienced in the science of teaching. 
A good sound ilebrew training can only produce the type of character 
eminently fitted to share in the duties and trials of our national existence.

is doing a great work; it is stimulating the people to resist genera) 
destruction. In the unprecedented battle for self-preservation the 0.2.5’, 
work is admittedly the “ first aid” work of a Ked Cross in the firing line 
The amount spent during the last eighteen ‘months is 191,807 dollars. 
For this the O.Z.E. had the generous support of the War Victims Fund. 
Joint Distribution Committee, South African Fund, Federation of 
Ukrainian Jews, etc. Unfortunately, some of these bodies are winding 
up their work while the others seem to be slackening in their ¢€fforts, ang 
the O.Z.E. stands now before the very grave question whether it may be 
compelled to close all its institutions. This would mean depriving our 
suffering brethren of an essential aid in their terrible plight. We hope 
that Anglo-Jewry will do its share in enabling us to continue the 
beneficent work I have briefly desoribed. 


Jewish Aspects of Hygiene. 
_. LECTURE BY DR. J. SNOWMAN. 

Under the auspices of the “0.Z.E.” (Jewish Society for Health 
Preservation!, Dr. J. Snowman, M.R.CP., delivered an address on 
“Jewish Aspects of Hygiene,” the first of a series of lectures on health, 
last Saturday evening at the Whitechapel Art Gallery. 

Dayan H. M. LAZARUS, M.A., who presided in the absence from 
London of the Chief Rabbi, said that Dr. Showman, besides being a 
medical man of preficiency, was also a Jewish scholar of the first order 
and for many years bad pursued his Jewish studies side by side with bis 


. profession. 


Dr. SNOWMAN said that he would try to prove by evidences from past 
history, from Biblical and Rabbinical sources, and also by some considera. 
tion for the future, that instruction on bygiene should make a special 
appeal to Jewish audiences. He would show that there was much in 
Jewish law and practice closely associated with matters of private and 
public bygiene. All peoples throughout the world now recognised the 
primary importance of bygieno in the welfare of the State. One of the 
questions facing the leaders of Jewry to-day was how to carry out the 
teaching of hygiene among the masses who were living in conditions in 
which bygiene was conspicuous by its absence. There was no 
reproach to be levelled against the Jewish people. Tho Jews had 
always been prepared for the teaching of sanitary science. There 
was some difficulty in determining which of the hygienic laws in 
the Bible were ceremonial or ritual. Moses had been fre juentiy 
quoted as the most distinguished medical officer of health the 
world had ever scen. After referring to the laws of cleanliness and 
uncieanliness, Dr. Snowman dealt with leprosy, which was common 
among our people in Egypt and in the period of their settlement in Pales 
tine. He then passed on to the dietary laws, pointing out that there was 
a bygienic basis underlying thesé laws. The prescription of Jewish hy gicne 


' resolved itself into a force which had been acting for long centuries on 


the national beaith of the Jews, and in the past it had raised the standard 
of national health to a very bigh degree, It would be quite consistent with 
the purpose of bis lecture to say a word or two about the public health work 
done by Jews in Palestine, for that was surely a Jewish aspect of hygiene. 
The Hadassah organisation deserved premier place. It bad done wonder. 
fal sanitary and hygienic work, besides maintaining hospital clinics, 
laboratories, and also a nurses’ training school. The Zionist Executive 
Consultative Committee advised the Executive on matters of public 
health, and one of the main purposes of the Jewish Unlversity in 
Jerusalem was the establishment of a centre for advanced research in 
this branch of science which had a special! bearing on the public health 
in Palestine. The Biochemical Institute was also dealing with this 
problem, with a special beariog on the development of agriculture and 
industry with its reflex upon public health and bygiene. It was good to 
think, said Dr. Snowman in conclusion, that these modern byciecnic 
efforts were carrying on the sanitary tradition which bad ite origin io 
ancient Jewish times. 

The Chairman, in proposing a vote of thanks to the lecturer, said that 
Dr. Snowman was @ worthy successor of Maimonides, because he wat & 
gcholar, physician, and a lover of his people. 


A similar vote was accorded to Dayan Lazarus, on the motion of 
Dr. Snowman.

REPLY TO ARAB PETITION. 


The J.T.A., tepresentative in Geneva has seen the final printed 
text of the report of the Permanent Mandates Commission of the League 
ot Nations, which is being submitted to the session of the League's 
Council in Rome this week. There are only minor differences between 
the foal report and the draft, a summary of which was given in Tr): 
ish CHRONICLE of November 14th, but there are one or two additions, 

The report now deals with the petition subroitted by the Executive 

Committee of the Palestine Arab Congress. In this very voluminous 
document (says the report) the authors put forward certain complaints 
with regard to a large number of points also dealt with in the annual 
report of the Mandatory. The Commission notes that the petition con- 
tains two kinds. of complaints which it is necessary to separate clearly 
trom one another: (a) First, the petitioners allege a large number of facts 
which, if found to be accurate, should be regarded as administrative 
abuses; and (b).Setendly, the petitioners protest against the terms 
ot the Mandate iteelf as established by the Council of the League 
of Nations on July 24th, 1922. With regard to the facts in the 
first category, the Commission having heard the High Commissioner's 
statements Ccomtesting the accuracy of certain of the facts men. 
tioned, and explaining others, is of the opinion that there is 
no need to recommend the Council to take any action in the 
matter. If, however, the siguatories desire to present a petition on 
avy specific point, im accordance with the rules of procedure, the 
Mandates Commission will be ready to consider it. The Commission 
proposes that the Council should transmit to the petitioners the text of 
the present resolution, together with the Minutes of the discussions of its 
Bession relating to the Palestine Mandate, containing the High Com. 
missioner’s replies to questions asked, As regards the protests of the 
petitioners against the terms of the Mandate itself, and more especially 
as recards the desire for the establishment in Palestine of a fundamentally 
different regime from that of the Mandate at present in force, the Com. 
mission, considering its task confined to supervising the execution of the 
Mandate in the terms prescribed by — eke. Conncil, is of opinion that it ty 
bot competeat to discuss the matter. ° 


The Palestine Government has sent a letter (signed by Sir Ronald 
Storrs), as Acting Chief Secretary) to the Arab Executive, pointing out 
bat the statement submitted by the Executive to the Mandate Com. 
mission “apart from matters of opinion and political controversy, con: 
tains a number of misstatements on matters of fact.” 

The letter enumerates thirteen such misstatements. Among them 
is. (4) “ Reference is made to the statement in the Palestine Govern. 
ments Report for 1925 that unemployment had increased and that the 
need for additional labour immigrants had been slight. ,The memorandum 
proceeds, * Yet the flow of immigrants never ceased, and so the whole 
country bad to bear the burden.’ This is directly contrary to the fact. 
Measures were taken to reduce to an absolute minimum the immigration 
of Jabourers during the latter part of 1925. Only one hundred immi- 
grants were admitted for the purpose of entering the labour market; the 
small number of other immigrants who came in were either members 
of the families of persons already in the country or individuals possessing 
means of their own, In any case, no charge whatever was thade upon 
the l alestine budget”; and (10) “It is stated that Hebrew ‘is spoken by 
less than one-half of one per cent. of the population.’ This would mean 
that L'ebrew is oply spoken by 4,000 persons; as the total Jewish popu. 
lation is now approaching 100,000, this statement ts wholly inconsistent 
With facts that are common knowledge.”

He then considered 
Articic 16 of the Press Law, and contended that there mu«t be evidence 
of a disturbance of the peace as a result of the article before proceedings 
could be taken on that ground He believed that if there were 
feelings of animosity between different communities in Valestine, these 
feclings existed before the feuilleton in question appeared and had 
not been caused by the feuilleton. Mr. Samuel! laid special stress on the 
fact that the Government had previously considered the matter settled, 
and that the bringing of a case now could therefore, in his opinion, be 
explained only by a change ia the personnel of the Government. 

Advocate Meckler, representing the Latin Patriarch, asked to be 
allowed to address the Court on behalf of the “Complainant Community” 
(the Latin Patriarch), but was refased. 

The verdict was made public on Thursday of last week. Mr. Ben- 
Avi, the responsible editor, has been fined £5, and Mr. Karnic!, author of 
the article, £25.

STRIKING ADDRESS. 

The visit to Liverpool of Dr. Weizmann and Dr, Alexander Goldstein 
last weok-end aroused great interest and enthusiasm. Oa Sunday after- 
noon a reception in honour of the visitors was held at the Midland Adelphi 
Hotel. Among those present were Rabbi I. J. Unterman, Mr. J. XO, 
Hayes, M.P., the officers of the various Zionist Societies and other insti- 
tutions in the community. Mr. Moss Greenberg, President of the Zionist 
Central Counci!, was in the chair. On behalf of the Liverpool Zionists,

In the evoning a demonstration was held at the Shakespeare Theatre, 
which was filled to its utmost capacity. | 
Sir Leslie Scott's Eulogy. 

Sir LesLie Scor’, K.C., M.P., who presided, said that since he had 
visited Palestine fourteen years ago, a large number of Jewish colonists 
had settied in that country. Great progress was being made, and this 
was due to what tho Zionist Movement had done. In his belief much 
more would come from it in the fature. Ho was struck by the fact that 
there was little unemployment in Palestine, notwithstanding the con- 
tinual stream of new colonists, and he wished that this condition prevailed 
in Great Britain. The introduction into Palestine of a considerable 
Jewish population, in his view, interested not only the Jewish people, 


but Great Britain, the British Empire, and, indeed, the whole world. It — 


was necessarily a difficult thing to introduce into an old country any large 
emigration of new colonists. Much depended upon the tact, judgment, 
and good feeling of those who went there, and particularly of those 
responsible for their organisation. He could see asa result of the organisa- 


tion and management of the Jewish National Movement, the recreation of 


an eccnomic valuo which had ceased almost to exist itn the Land of 


Palestine, and which would re-act to the benefit of British trade. - 


To many Jews, driven out of their homes by tragic circumstances, 
Palestine was the only place to which they could look for a new home. 
No man with bumanitarian feelings could but feel sympathy with the 
Zionist Movement, which was trying to build up that pew home for the 
many Jews in such difficulé circumstances, where they might make a new 
life and again prosper. He had always expressed the opinion that the 
Balfour Declaration was right. The Arabs had nothing to fear from the 
emigration into Palestine of the Jews. There was no reason why the 
Arabs should not live with the Jewish colonists in complete barmony. 
In cOmmerce and in agriculture the Jews of Palestine should do much 
to he!p the Arabs, and he felt confident that with good Government in 
Palestine, continuing without interruption, the two races would settle 
down in a spirit of close friendship. ‘Palestine, he trusted and believed, 
would become a centre of the spiritual life of the Jewish nation all the

solid work which was being done in Palestine ; they had living witnesses 
of the remarkable progress that was being made in that country. 

Dr, ALEXANDER GOLDSTEIN showed the wonderful progress that had 
becn made in Palestine within the last few years. He described various 
scenes that he had witnessed in Palestine when he was there three years 
ago and the marked improvements which he was able to observe on his 
yisit there a yearago. He insisted that only through Palestine was it 
possible to maintain the integrity of the Jewish people. 

Mr, NAHUM SOKOLOW, who roceived an ovation, referred to the great 
power of Palestine and the influence which that country had on Jewry as 
a whole. He deprecated the pessimistic tone currentin certain quarters 
about the decay of Judaism and the weakening of Zionism, remarking 
that the Talmudic saying that when the “evil spirit” (pessimism) takes 
hold apon one, the most effective thing to do was to take him to the 
“house of study.” That advice, he thought, might be applied to those 
who had any doubts as to the fatare of the Jewish National home. Those 
who spoke in a pessimistic strain about Zionism should be brought to 
such gatherings as that they were now having; then they could see for 
themselves what a living force Zionism was, even in this country, Aftor 
referring to the allem agitation in this country, and remarking that the 
Jews in England were beginning to feel the Galuth, Mr. Sokolow spoke at 
length on the great progress that they had made in Palestine. What 
had been achieved, he said, was a tremendous opcouragement for 
them to continue to spin the golden thread. 40,006 Jews had 

arrived in Palestine within the last few years. That was a matter of 
supremeimportance, It was truce that such a number might not seem vory 
large Comapared with the great Jewish communities of New York, London, 
and other big Jewish centres. But he ventured to say the value of 40,000 
Jews io Palestine was forty thousandfold its value elsewhere: it was the 
yuality and not the quantity that mattered. New values were being 
created in Jewish life. A new Jewish type was being evolved, a type 
that belonged te the days of old, that had its origin in the prophets. 
These 40,000 Jews were the offspring of the old real Jew who struggled to 
make history and who had affected the history of the world. These 
4) 000 Jews were a living protest against those who maintained that the 
Jews were able only to exploit the work of others, but could not them. 
selves create avything. ‘they wero creating, wrestling with nature, 
fighting and conquering all obstacles and difficulties. In conclusion, Mr. 
Sokolow said that he rosented the calling of the return of the Jews to 

Valcstine by the name of “immigration.” He regarded it as an insult; 
it was not immigration into Palestine, but repatriation. The poor wanted 
to Jo back to the Country from which they had been wrenched by force.

JUDAISM AND ART, 


This debate seems to have called forth some high thinking and | 
* very good writing. The suggestion of Harold Frederic, in one of bid 
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novels, that the cultivation of art leads to the downfall of nations and 
that the growing addiction of the Jewish people to art presages their 
deciine—this suggestion has called f rth some vigorous refutations by 
my readers, Many of them ficd it hard to believe that the Second 
Commandment was ever intended to relate to the prohibition tu 
gencral, bus was solely confined to the use of art for idol worship. A 
very closely-reasoned contribution comes this week from 5. A. 
Goldstone, of Highgate. 
ALT AND RELIGION, 

“ There is every reason to suppose,”. he says, “that religion and 
art have a decided connection, but | fail to see how art can influenc 
Judaism in a negative Manper The relationship between religion and 
art exists owing to the fact that both are itoais. Religion expresses 
the feelings of the world to the Creator, giving utterance to our highest 
ideals, while artis the attempt of the artist to bare bis soul to the 


world ia general. To attribute the decay of religion to art is simply 


nonsense, without the slightest foundation in fact, Vice, corruption, 
is motart. Itis blasphemy, but of such a kind that it cannot affcct 
Judaism, for the Jow is not wicked while he remains a Jew. A wicked 
Jew is no longer a Jew, and should be accounted ‘as the dust of the 
earth. Religion purifies art, but I will always maintain that art 
cannot corrupt religion. 

THE SECOND COMMANDMENT. 

“it is the belief of many Jews that painting and modelling of 
every description are forbidden by the Second Commandment. — It 
should be self-evident that this Commandment appiies only to the 
making and worshipping of graven images, and not to the application 
ofart. Surely it is not a crime to-day to draw a picture of two fishes 
Hgbting, or of a monkey at the Zoo or in the street! It may be, but I 
will need a lot of convincing of the fact.

ite ligion implies thought, for did not Abraham found our religion by 
reasoning with himeeif?

Then, indeed, would there havo been no art, 
for without emotions art cannot be created. It is a idinfamatory libel 
to suggest that artis responsible for wickedness or the decline of a 
religion. Art helps one to reason and think, and thought leads to 
truth. Truth i» religion, and religion is light. Vice exists in the 
darkness, but with tho united light of religion and art flooding the 
dark corners of the earth, the pestilence of wickedness will vanish for 
ever, leaving in its train the blesseduess of Judaism.”
